The Colonel accused the (jerman-

ington 96 per cent feeble and sarcas- 
tically referred to "note writing and 
other intellectual 
practices," while 


scornfully inveighing against, the po- 
licy of palpable weakness and timidity 
pursued by the administration. 


Roosevelt said he had for Ford per- 


sonally "not merely friendship, but in 
many respects a genuine admiration," 
but he went on to classify him with 
the Tory of thc 
Revolutionary war 


and thc Copperhead of the sixties. He 
said that Ford's vote for presidential 
preference came from three sources: 
thc working man who believed Ford 
favored them, the pacifist who be- 
lieves in a policy of helplessness in 
thc face of other nations strength, 
and the German-American, some of 
them in an honest and sincere pro- 
test, and the others 
under thc in- 


fluence of these latter beliefs. The, 
Colonel declared half-hearted opposi- 
tion to pacifism was not the way to 
defeat it.
